Washington.—Veterans of the eivil
war here for the annual encampment
of the Grand Army of the Republic
were formally welcomed to the capl-
tal September 28 by President Wilson,
who told them their batiles fifty years

kind the world has ever seen might
not be Impaired,

The pregident spoke amid scenes of
patriotie fervor In the crowded con-
vention hall into which the old Census

«ding had been converted.

Col, David J. Palmer, commander in
chief of the G. A. R., Introduced him

amid thunderous cheering, and in-
formed him that the veterans stood
golldly behind the administration’s

Bonduct of the present day forelgn
difficuties, and that their sons would
support him in any steps he might
take.

Applause frequently interrupted the
president as he spoke to the veterans,
their families and friends. He did not
touch directly upon the European war
or on problems growing out of it, but
devoted his address to the mission of
the Unitled States and the lessons
taught by the civil war. He spoke of
the civil war as one of the few in his-
tory of which both sides could be
proud. -

GROUND GAINED BY ALLIES.

Both British and French Better Posl-
tions—Fighting Violent.

London—In Champagne the French
are attacking the German second line
of trenches and are making further
progress, but seemingly the allies’ of-
feneive movement is not being carried
on with the same Impetuosity which
chrrncterized the first two days of the
operations, The SICCeSEES Won  are
recognized as important, but the main
obfyey, which Is to break through the
Gefman lines, has not yet been ac
complished.

Hoth the British and French greatly
have improved their positions, and by

gaining the hills and crests from
which they can dominate the Ger
man lines of communication their

next attempt 1o win a decisive victory
should be made easier, in the view of
experts here.

The French continue to push for
wiard enst of Souchez, alming at the
helghts of Vimy, which command the
plain to the east; while the British to
the north are making secure their hold
on the Lens-La Bassea road and are
beating off the German countier at-
tacks

Unrest Revived on Border Line.

Washington.-——Conditions along the
Mexican border in the Brownsville dis-
trict again have become acute, nccord.
ing to messages to the war depart-
ment from Maj. Gen. Funston, and a
battery of mountain artillery has been
dispatched 1o Progreso, Tex., to pre-
vent a raid by 500 bandits who threat-
ened to cross into American territory.

Col. Blocksom, in command of the
troops near Progreso, icported
through Gen. Funston that the ban-

dits seemed to constitute an indepen-
dent band. “If Carranza doea not stop
these handits " telegraphed Col. Block-
vom, "'l belleve we shall soon be com-

CARRANZA BOLDIERS LOOT AND
BURN STORE AT PROGRESO,
TEXAS, }

ESCAPE BACK INTO MEXICO|

Retreat of Ralders Covered Jy Sev-
eral Hundred of *“First Chief's”
Troops—General Funston May Go
After Bandits..

Brownsville, Tex.,, Bept. 27.—One
American soldier was killed, the cap-
tain commanding the Americans was
wounded and the post office and gen-
eral store at Progreso, Tex., were
looted and burned on Friday when
about eighty armed Mexicans crossed
into Texas and attacked a small de-
tachment of Troops B and C, Twelfth
cavalry.

Re-enforcements have been rushed
from several army posts and General
Funaton reports the situation well in
hand. However, all the Mexicans,
with the exception of 17 kill-d
and 18 prisonaers, have recrossed Into
Mexico under the protection of sev-
eral hundred troops on the other side
of the border.

80 serious Is the situation felt to
bo here that it s belleved General
Funston will order his men to pursue
the ralders into Mexican territory In
case of a repetition of the raids. OfM-
cers who took part in the fighting have
reported to General Funston that the
soldiers belonged to Carranza's army.

Major Anderson, in command at
Mercedes, made the following report
to General Funston:

"Party of about eighty Mexicans at-
tacked store house at Progreso post
office at about daybreak in the morn-
ing, broke Into store, looted the place
and set fire to it. A detachment of
Troops B and ©C, Twelfth cavalry,
numbering about twelve men, were
fired upon as they approached the
store. The fire was roturned.

“Private Henry Stubblefield, Troop
B, Twelfth cavalry, was shot twice
in the body and was killed. Four of:
ficers and about aixty of our men par-
ticipated in the fight. The firing kept
up about two hours.

“Capt. A. V. P. Anderson, who was
in ecommand, recelved flesh wound In
arm, but I8 not considered dangerous.
Two hoises were killed and one
wounded.

“The Mexicans were pursued in
brush to the river. Several hundred
Mexicans on other side of the river
kept up a heavy fire to cover crossing
of Mexicans.”

' SUBWAY BLAST KILLS 8

BLOCK AND HALF OF NEW YORK
STREET COLLAPSES.

Fifty Persons Injured When Exploaion
Carries Away the Supporting Pil-
lars of Tunnel.

New York, Sept. 24.—Police are
hunting for Frank Midnight, whose
real name {s Mezzoncee, on 4 charge
of bhomicide. He is the man who had
charge of blasting operations in the
new subway being constructed in Sev-
enth avenue, which collapsed on
Wednesday, resulting in eight deaths
and Injuring 60 persons, several per-
haps fatally.

The gonernlly accepted theory of
the cause of the accldent was that an
explosion of dynamite had blown
away pillars supporting the street
surface, Coroner Feinberg asid he be-
lleved faulty construction work, rath-
er than an explosion, caused the col
lapse, but firemen found several sticks
of dynamite and are keoping them as
evidence.

8ix persons were crushed to death
when a street car plunged 60 feet
into the chasm as a block and a half
of the street surface collapsed.

Two others died of thelr Injuries
after being removed from the ruins of
the car, which was torn to pleces.

Von Papen S8ays Yankees Are |diotle
~Letters Found on Archibald
Made Publie in London.

London, Sept. 23.—THhe papers taken
from War Correspondent James F. J.
Archibald by the British authorities,
on which was based the request of
the United States government for the
recall of Doctor Dumba, the Austrian
ambassador at Washington, were made
publie in part

In the letters from Doctor Dumba
that diplomat's candid opinion of the
m*enldent/ and of American sentiment
is set forth.

There is a letter from Captain von
Papen, military attache of the German
embasgsy in Washington, written to his
wife and entrusted to the accommo-
dating Archibald. In It Von Papen
speaks of “these idiotic Yankees."

There 18 & copy of a letter written
by Count von Bernstorff to Seeretary
Lansing, but it {s frankly an official
German reply to the allegations re-
garding German plois in the United
States,

The dossler as made public in the
house of common comprises twenty-
one pages, closely printed. Included
in It are the letter from Ambassador
Dumba to Baron Burian, the Austro-
Hungarian minister of forelgn affalirs.

In one of these, not hitherto made
publie, Doctor Dumba rofers to the
“diacouraging attitude"” of President
wilson,

Doctor Dumbn says the president’s
position {8 that America In a serious
crigis would have to depend on neutral
forelgn countries for all its war male-
rial and “at no price and In no case
will Mr, Wilson allow this source to
dry up.”

“For this reason,” Doctor Dumba
says, “I am of opinion that & return
to the guestion will not only
be useless, but having regerd to the
sell-willed temperament of the presi-
dent, harmful.”

GERMANY IN LATEST NOTE AS.
SURES SAFETY TO THOSE ON
AMERICAN SHIPS,

COMMANDERS GIVEN ORDERS

Right of Visit and SBearch to Be Ex-
erclaed and No 8hip With Condition-
al Contraband Wil Be Torpedoed,
Says Meanage In Frye Case.

Washington, Sept ~(lormany’s
latest note on the sinking of the Amer-
fcan salling ship Willlam P. Frye, pub-
Hshed by the state department on
Thursday, disoloses an fmportant dip-
lomatie victory for the United States,

Germany accepts the proposal to fix
damages by commission and to let
The Hague pass upon disputed trealy
rights Involved. She also glves assur
ances that no more American ships
carrying conditional contraband will
be destroyed under any elrcum-
stances.

Ono thing seemed to ofMclals cortaln
—QGerman naval commanders now are
ordered to exercise the rights of vialt
and search with respect to all Ameri-
can shipa to determine what cargo the
voasels carry, thus making It prac-
tieally sure that none will be attacked
without warning or ample time for

The note follows In part:

"With regard first to the ascertain-
ment of the damage by experts, the
German government belleves that it
should diapense with the nomination
of an umpire, Assuming that the
American government agrees to this,
the German government names as its
expert Doctor Kepny of Bremen, di-
roctor of the North (German Lloyds; it
begs to awalt the designation of the
American axpert.

“The German government declares
that it agrees to the proposal of the
Ameriean government to separate the
question of Indemnity from the ques-
tion of the interpretation of the Prus-
slan-American treaty of 1786, 1799 and
1828,

“It therefore again expressly states
that in making payment It does not
ncknowledge the violation of the treaty
as contended by the American slde,
but it will admit that the settlomont
of the question of Indemnity does not
prejudice the arrangement of the dif-
forences of opinfon concerning the in.
terpretation of the treaty rights, and
that this dispute is left to be decided
by The Hague tribunal of arbl-
tration.

“The negotiations relative to the
pigning of the compromise provided by
article 62 of The Hague arbitration
convention would best be conducted
between the forelgn office and the
American embassy at Berlin, In view
of the difficulties in the way of in-
structing the imperial ambassador at
Washington.

“From the standpoint of law and
equity it (the Gorman govarnment) is
pot prevented, In its opinion, from
proceeding against American ships
carrying contraband, according to its
interpretation, until the question ia
settled by arbitration.

“For the German government does
uot need to depart from the applica-
tlon of generally recognized rules of
the law of maritime war, as the Dac-
laration of London, unless and in so
far as an exception based on n treaty
Is established beyond a doubt. In the
case of the present difference of opin-
fon betwean the German and American
governments such an exception could
not be taken to be established except
on the ground of the arbitral
award

"Nevartheleas the German govern-
maont, in order to furnish to the Ameri-
can government evidence of its con-
clliatory attitude, has issuad orders to
the German naval forces not to de-
atroy American merchantmen which
have loaded conditional contraband,
aeven when tho conditions of interna-
tlonal law are present, but to permit
them to continue thelr voyage unhin-
derad if it {8 not possible to take them
fnto port.”
